3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
amendment filed 2/29/08 and Examiner's amendment 6/20/08 place the application into 
condition for allowance as follows - the amendment 2/29/08 incorporates into all the 
independent claims the specific details of how the scene graph comprises nodes 
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representing corresponding objects in a scene, and that these nodes are different from 
the nodes in the data flow diagram, and that the scene graph is stored after executing 
the flow diagram. These features help to fully distinguish the graphical program with its 
own set of interconnected nodes which is executed to create the scene graph, and that 
this scene graph then with its own set of separate nodes is able to specify the scene 
details. Furthermore, the Examiner's amendment 6/20/08 remedies the 101 issue. 
The independent claims (1 amended - storage memory medium, 25 amended - 
method, 28 amended - system with processor, 29 amended - system) are not set forth 
in the prior art of record.
